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EC MIDDLE EAST EXPERTS' MEETING IN PARIS LAST WEEK THAT, 
DURING HIS RECENT VISIT TO PARIS, SOVIET VICE MINISTER 
ZEMSKOV HAD MADE A COUPLE OF INTERESTING COMMENTS ON 
PALESTINIAN QUESTION. FIRST, HE SAID IF ARABS IN ASKING 
FOR PALESTINIAN RIGHT OF RETURN TO THEIR HOMELAND SHOULD 
PUT AT RISK ISRAEL S RIGHT TO EXISTENCE, THE USSR WOULD 
HAVE TO REEXAMINE ITS POSITION. SECOND, WHEN ASKED BY 
FRENCH WHAT WOULD BE SOVIET POLICY TOWARD A PALESTINIAN 
GOVERNMENT-IN-EXILE, ZEMSKOV SAID SOVIETS WOULD HAVE TO 
STUDY THAT GOVERNMENT'S PROGRAM. 

2. CRAIG THOUGHT IT MODERATELY SIGNIFICANT THAT A SOVIET 
REPRESENTATIVE WOULD BE SO SPECIFIC ON THESE QUESTIONS. 
BEYOND THAT CRAIG GAVE US HIS OPINION THAT THERE WOULD 
NOT BE PALESTINIAN GOVERNMENT-IN-EXILE ANNOUNCED ANYTIME 
SOON. HE SAID ROUILLON, HIS "OPPOSITE NUMBER" AT QUAI 
D ORSAY, SHARED THIS ESTIMATE. THEY BOTH BELIEVED IT 
WOULD NOT SUIT ARAFAT'S PURPOSE TO SHOULDER RESPONSIBILI- 
TIES AND OBLIGATIONS FALLING ON A GOVERNMENT AT THIS 
STAGE. 
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
